A*- .1 Mn-rt- i-nrricr «f iho jir< i.^ui-t'i uf ulli- 
crs, the railroads have no rijjht to show favor- 
itism to individuals, or to discriminate between 
plait's. Its l))isiiu-ss is tr,Tns|)i<rt;»ti<>n. It has 
not 1)0111 vested with authority to ordaiu that 
one .ohipper or city shall grow rich and great 
at tlif cxpi'iisr of iinuthcr. It is prt-iiostcrotts 
that the corporation, which is imTcly a carru-r, 
not *thc producer or the consumer of the prod- 
uct carrii'il. should bi> jxTtnittt-d to sfanci in re- 
lation to that prodiHt. as tlioti};h >ts interests 
were the sole interests to be considered. I'he 
railway company has important interests in the 
regtilation of its service to the public. These interests must be fully 
and fairly weighed in regulating that ser\-ice. But its interests arc not 
higher than those of the i>roihicers and those of the consumers. The 
fact that the carrier has interests to serve iintits it to be the sole and 
final judge as to the efficiency, tlu- value or the iinp.u liality of its ser- 
vices to the public. It is entitled to be heard. The pro<iucer and con- 
sumer are likewise to be heard, and it is the duty of the state to de- 
termine impartially the righta of all, with due regard to the iotereatt 
of alL 

It is unreasonable and unjust and intolerable that the carrier 
.should be empowered so to arrange its schedule of r:ite.s as to force 
produce and merchandise and manufactured products to the market 
which it chooses to build up. 

Coniiiierce and transport. ui. n .ni vital to i>ri.;.iiu ><I Mniity Tlicy 
constitute a public service, and are essentially subject to control by the 
state. 

The supreme court of Wisconsin, with oik' of tlu- al)K'st, nio>t in- 
vincible arguments in the history of jurisprudence, settled for all time 
all controversy as to the Inherent right of the people. 

It is well also to recall right here the words of that great laxwer 
and jurist, Mr. Justice liradiey, who, in speaking of the right and duty 
lo control railways, said : "But a superintending power over the high- 
ways and the charges iinjiosed uixin the jiulilic for their use, have al- 
ways remained iu Uie government. This is not only its indefeasible 
right, but it is necessary for the protection of the people against extor- 
tion and abuse." 

Possessing this superintending |>ovver, it becomes the duty oi the 
state to exercise it broadly for the protection of the interest of all its 

people, not only from unreasonable charges an. I cNtoi tioii. bu; from 
other abuses equally far-reaching in conse<pteiues aii l no less mijii«t. 
The industrial and commercial life of every communiiy, the comfort 
of every home, is vitally dependent u\xm facilities of iransi)ortation, 
and wherever the state has given a railway corporation eli.utereil rights 
to acquire land, establish and operate a road, there rests an obligation 
on the state, to see to it that the citizens and communities interested 
are given, in light of all the circui'istaiues, a rensonably eflficient and 
impartial aervice.

Tlie Indians, for exactly the opposite reason, are immune. They 
did not live in houses and not until the advent of the white man was 
eonsur.iption ever known to iliem 

Now that they have adopted some <jf the habits of the white man 
and retain habits that are not suited to living in houses they are being 
wasted by the disease. 

\Vc are ail house-dwellers. Our lives arc passed necessarily in 
liouses ; in them we do our work. Otir problem is liow to live properly 
in liousei «a<l to prcveot tb« disease.
